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GW SETS NEW FAMILY PRACTICE 
PROGRAM 


The Ropert Wood Johnson Foundation has awarded 
George Washington University Medical Center a $600,- 
000 grant to develop a program in family health. 

The three-year grant funds the development of a 
training program that will educate physicians, physi- 
cians’ assistants, nurses and other health professionals 
in primary health team services. Training in pre- 
paid and fee-for-service patients will include Univer- 
sity Hospital, inner city urban, suburban, and rural 
Clinical settings. 

Dr. David E. Rogers, President of the Johnson 
Foundation, said in awarding the grant, ‘‘George 
Washington University School of Medicine has made 
impressive progress in building education, research 
and service in ambulatory practice and primary care 
into a central institutional mission, We are thus 
pleased to contribute to the required funding.’’ 

In this new program, postgraduate training will be 
provided leading to the certification of physicians by 
the American Board of Family Practice. A three-year 
residency program will concentrate on experience in 
inpatient medicine, obstetrics, pediatrics, psychiatry, 
and emergency care, Residents will work in com- 
munity hospitals and in rural, urban, and suburban set- 
tings, all of which will focus on the team approach in 
the delivery of family health care. 

The first year of the project will be devoted to 
planning a multi-disciplinary teaching effort in the 
Medical Center and its affiliates. Several vital new 
affiliations will be developed during the planning year. 
Dr. Thomas E, Piemme, Director of GW’s Division of 
General Medicine of the Department of Medicine, is 
the Project Director. 

In recent years, George Washington University 
Medical Center has restructured the educational and 
service programs of outpatient and emergency care. 
Among its other community-related services have been 
the establishment of the GWU Health Plan, a 5,000- 
member health maintenance organization; a drug de- 
pendence unit for young multiple drug abusers; a new 
home health service for patients with chronic illness; 
and a Physicians’ Assistant Program with 30 students 
working toward a bachelor’s degree in allied health. 
In each of the above, teaching and service have been 
combined in the primary care team approach.

Dear Mr. Butterfield: 


The Foggy Bottom Citizens Association asks your 
assistance in eliminating the loud and vibrating air- 
craft noise from our area. Foggy Bottom is located 
in the area bounded by 23dStreet to the Potomac River 
and M Street to E Street, N.W. 

Up to now we have been tolerant of the problems 
in this area and have not joined with others in protest- 
ing the loud and disturbing aircraft noise. However, 
the problem does not seem tobe getting better; if any- 
thing, it is getting worse, 

To be specific as we can, departing aircraft create 
noise in the area from about 10:00 AM to 11:00 PM 
every day. Because of the constant aircraft noise, 
which comes in waves from one plane right after the 
other, it is impossible to hear, even with all windows 
closed. The noise is interruptive of all indoor con- 
versations or viewing television, or sleep. 

The planes are leaving Washington National Air- 
port traveling in a northwesterly direction, They 
do not follow the river; they are further north. It is 
difficult at that time of night to determine what type 
aircraft or what airline is involved, The same thing 
happens around 8:00 AM although not as steady, 

The planes coming into Washington National Air- 
port through this area do more or less follow the 
river and the lack of noise is very noticeable. In fact, 
one can look out the window, see the aircraft, and 
hardly hear it. If wecouldaccomplish this same thing 
with the departing aircraft, the noise environmental 
problem would be solved, 


We have tried calling Washington National Airport 
when the noise is intolerable, but it is very unsatis- 
factory to get a guard who takes the information down 
in a very laborious manner and says he wili pass it 
on, This seems to be quite unresponsive. 

We do hope that you can help us.

Dear Mr. Williams: 


Your letter of June 7, 1973, to the Administrator 
has been referred to me for reply. 

Our noise abatement procedures for aircraft de- 
parting to the northwest direct that they follow the 
river; however, it becomes a difficult jobfor the pilot, 
at times, to follow the bends of the river because of 
the nose-high attitude of the aircraft when climbing. 
We monitor departures on new and sophisticated radar 
and find that the majority of the flights stay in the pat- 
tern as prescribed. 

There are times when the air is very dense and, 
though it appears as though the weather is clear from 
the view of a person on the ground, the haze at flight 
altitude makes visibility poor. Also, during thesenear 
smog days, sound seems to reverberate and encom- 
passes a greater area, As youknow, warm, moist air 
is a greater conductor of sound than dry air.

The climb-out procedures as now set require that 
aircraft climb to 1500 feet, or a 3-mile point from the 
field, at takeoff power. From the 3-mile marker, 
or 1500 feet, to the 10-mile marker, or 6,000 feet, 
whichever is first, the power is reduced to an optimum 
climb rate which will afford continued climb. 

We have a continuing program for noise abatement 
in which we accept calls from the public, record them, 
and plot them on a chart in order that we may be able 
to keep track of congested areas. This has helped in 
the past, and I am sure it will help in the future to 
eliminate the problem in particularly noisy areas 
around the airport.

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1972: A YEAR OF MAJOR CHANGE FOR 
ZONING COMMISSION AND BZA 


The D.C, Zoning Commission and Boardof Zoning 
Adjustment went through a period of major transition 
during the first eight months of 1972. The last four 
months of the year were spent on an intensive effort 
to reduce the backlog of regular business which de- 
veloped during the transition period, The transition 
came about as a result of two court decisions result- 
ing from Zoning Commission cases, 

The first ruling, involving an application for a 
planned unit development at Potomac and Pennsylvania 
Avenues, S.E., stipulated that the Zoning Commission 
was required to follow the contested case provisions 
of the Administrative Procedures Act in certain zon- 
ing proceedings. 

Among the Commission actions were its first 
emergency orders issued without notice or hearing. 
In the Georgetown waterfront area, R-4 residential 
zoning was imposed for 120 days after citizens pro- 
tested proposed development permitted under existing 
zoning. The temporary order was lifted, andthe Com- 
mission voted to develop anew waterfront zoning cate- 
gory appropriate for the special characteristics of 
waterfront areas, 

In the second case, the Redevelopment Land Agen- 
cy asked the Commission to rezone the Mount Vernon 
East area, in the northeast corner of the downtown 
urban renewal area in accordance with the urban re- 
renewal plan, Under the plan the area had been desig- 
nated for high-rise residential development to create 
a 24-hour community close to the downtown area, 

Following its emergency action, the Commission 
rezoned the Mount Vernon East area for residential 
use, and revised a zoning category for adjacent areas 
and other areas of the city to permit residential de- 
velopment with optional commercial and office use on 
the first two floors, depending upon market conditions, 
This provision for mixed compatible land uses has 
become increasingly popular with developers in recent 
years. 

The Commission also revised regulations relating 
to personal care homes for small numbers of con- 
valescents and to parking. Another major action, ap- 
proved by the Commission in January 1973, will per- 
mit the construction of mass transit facilities as a 
matter of right as long as they have been approved 
in detail by the D.C, City Council. 


The staff serving the Commission and the BZA 
was expanded during the year. Major staff reports 
and two proposed policy statements relating to long- 
range zoning modifications and possible legislation to 
support them, as well as 18 staff reports concerning 
proposed specific zoning map changes. 

The second ruling, involving an application to re- 
zone property at Calvert Street and Wisconsin Ave., 
N.W. from single family home to apartment classifica- 
tion, required that a quorum of the Zoning Commission 
be present at public hearings. 

Previously, a hearing officer had presided at such 
hearings and had summarized his findings for the 
Commission. The ruling was based upon an interpre- 
tation of the 1938 zoning law for the District and a 
zoning action that took place before the D.C. Govern- 
ment reorganization. The approval of the zoning map 
change had been the last act of the previous zoning 
commission. 


The effect of the two decisions was to halt, in 
early March, all Zoning Commission action until new 
rules and regulations could be passed. 

In addition, cases already heard were delayed until 
new hearings could be held by the Commission, The 
court decisions were construed as applying to the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment as well, 

The Commission adopted new rules and regula- 
tions for the BZA atthe beginning of July and for itself 
the latter part of that month. 

Following these actions, both bodies scheduled 
extra and longer hearings to reduce the backlog which 
had developed while the new rules and regulations 
were being drafted. 

Faced with a backlog of some 200 cases and a new 
procedure which permitted parties to cross examine 
each other and thus lengthening the required hearing 
time, the BZA began holding 12-hour hearings in 
September. 

The BZA reduced its backlog of some 200 cases 
steadily through January, at which point the backlog 
was virtually eliminated and new applications were 
being heard. More than 80 percent of cases heard in 
marathon public hearings each month also were de- 
cided in that month while the remainder were post- 
poned until additional information could be made avail- 
able. The BZA currently is exploring means of pre- 
venting the build-up of backlogs. 

The Zoning Commission heard 28 cases during 
the year, 20 originating from applications by private 
developers or other agencies and the rest originated 
by the Commission itself, Of these, 8 were approved, 
8 denied, one was withdrawn and 11 are still pending. 

An additional 21 cases, which were pending prior 
to March and which will require rehearing before the 
Commission, also are pending. The Commission hopes 
to eliminate the backlog this spring.

It has come to the attention of the Congressional 
Black Caucus that many of those individuals and or- 
ganizations that have supported the Caucus in the past 
are looking forward to our Annual Congressional Black 
Caucus Dinner this summer.

This year the members of the Caucus have decided 
to hold this event September 29th. There are two 
primary reasons for this decision, One reasonis that

Phillips will continue his demolition of the agency. 
The Caucus is determined that this agency not be 
killed by executive action. 

The members of the Caucus feel that legislative 
matters must take priority in the coming months. The 
House of Representatives has yet to act on important 
legislation in the areas of education, health insurance, 
minimum wages, manpower, and housing and com- 
munity development, Legislation authorizing the major 
education and manpower programs already in existence 
is due to expire June 30th. 

In order to: devote our complete energies to the 
tasks we have mentioned, we believe that the Annual 
Dinner would best be held later in the year, It will be 
helpful if you will make your dinner reservations 
early, .
